A  meeting  of  the  directors  was  held  on  the  day  following  his 
death,  and  suitable  resolutions  were  passed  expressing  the  deep 
regret  of  the  Board  at  the  loss  of  one  of  its  most  valued  members. 

On  Dec.  5,  1876,  J.  W.  Kinsley,  President  of  the  Protective  De- 
partment, resigned  his  position  as  president  and  director,  as  he  pro- 
posed leaving  the  city  to  take  up  his  residence  in  California.  Reso- 
lutions expressing  the  appreciation  of  his  services  in  organizing  and 
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conducting  the  Department  were  neatly  engrossed,  signed  by  the 
directors,  and  given  to  him.  This  left  two  vacancies  in  the  Board 
of  Directors ;  and  at  a  regular  meeting  held  Dec.  13,  1876,  Mr. 
Isaac  Sweetzer  was  elected  to  fill  the  vacancy  occasioned  by  the 
resignation  of  Mr.  Kinsley ;  Thomas  W.  Tucker  was  elected  to  fill 
the  vacancy  occasioned  by  the  death  of  Mr.  S.  G.  Rogers,  —  both 
gentlemen  receiving  a  unanimous  vote.  At  a  subsequent  regular 
meeting,  W.  B.  Sears  was  elected  president,  and  Henry  B.  White 
was  elected  vice-president,  filling  the  existing  vacancies. 

The  duties  of  Treasurer  are  often  made  more  difficult  to  perform 
by  delayed  payment.  It  should  be  borne  in  mind  that  this  Depart- 
ment, to  be  effective,  cannot  succeed  unless  the  sinews  of  war  are 
furnished. 

The  Boston  Protective  Department  has  reaped  the  advantages 
to  be  gained  by  many  years'  experience  of  its  Superintendent  as  an 
active  member  of  the  Board  of  Engineers  of  Boston  Fire  Depart- 
ment. Superintendent  Capt.  J.  S.  Jacobs  has  earned  for  this 
Department  an  enviable  reputation  for  economy  and  efficient  service. 
It  is  a  remarkable  fact  that  we  should  have  retained  so  many  ex- 
perienced men  in  the  Department  during  the  year,  no  change  having 
been  made  in  the  force.  The  officers  and  men  have  won  the  respect 
of  our  citizens  by  their  prompt  appearance  at  fires,  and  by  their 
good  judgment  displaj'ed  while  on  duty. 

The  Fire  Marshal  has  been  able  to  reach  fires  at  long  distances 
from  the  central  portion  of  the  city,  with  additional  covers,  in  time 
to  render  valuable  services  to  the  Department. 

Capt.  Dexter  R.  Dearing  of  Company  No.  1,  and  Capt.  I.  W. 
Randall  of  Company  No.  2,  are  second  to  none  in  their  disposition 
and  ability  to  faithfully  serve  the  interests  of  the  Insurance  Compa- 
nies contributing  to  the  support  of  the  Department. 

CONTINGENCIES. 

House  No.  1,  built  originally  for  a  temporary  occupancy,  will 
require  different  arrangements   for  the  health   and  comfort  of  the 
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men  and  horses.  Any  accident  to  apparatus,  wagons  and  horses,  or 
a  loss  of  covers  at  a  fire,  would  call  for  an  expenditure  not  provided 
for,  unless  a  surplus  of  funds  is  held  by  the  Treasurer  for  emer- 
gencies. 

I  take  this  opportunity  to  recognize  the  services  of  Capt.  William 
DeL.  Boughton  of  the  Fire  Patrol  Committee  of  New  York,  and 
Superintendent  M.  B.  Wilson  of  New  York  Department,  rendered 
to  the  President  and  Vice-President  of  this  Department,  while 
serving  on  a  committee  at  the  organization  under  our  charter. 
Every  advantage  gained  by  the  result  of  their  experience  was 
generously  placed  at  our  disposal. 

In  conclusion,  in  behalf  of  the  directors,  I  would  express  our 
appreciation  of  the  deep  interest  displayed  daily  by  the  Board  of 
Fire  Commissioners,  Chief  W.  A.  Green,  his  assistant  engineers, 
and  the  members  of  the  Boston  Fire  Department,  in  the  successful 
results  obtained  by  Superintendent  Capt.  J.  S.  Jacobs,  and  the 
officers  and  members  of  the  Boston  Protective  Department.

SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT. 


Boston,  March  1,  1877. 
To  W.  B.  Sears,  President  of  the  Boston  Protective  Department. 

Sir,  —  I  hereby  present  my  third  annual  report. 

There  having  been  no  changes  in  the  active  force  of  the  Depart- 
ment during  the  past  year,  the  members  are  much  more  experienced 
and  efficient  at  the  present  time,  and  better  able  than  ever  to  per- 
form the  duties  which  may  be  required  of  them. 

The  deportment  of  the  members  of  the  Department  is  good.  They 
are  prompt,  and  faithfully  perform  all  duties  assigned  to  them. 

Telegraphic  communication  having  been  established  between  the 
houses  occupied  by  Companies  No.  1  and  No.  2,  and  the  several 
engine-houses  situated  in  the  mercantile  portion  of  the  city,  we  are 
now  enabled  to  respond  to  still  alarms,  and  thus  render  better  and 
more  eifective  service  than  formerly. 

All  the  apparatus  of  the  Department  is  in  good  working  order. 

I  wish  to  call  your  attention  to  the  necessity  which  exists,  of  pro- 
curing more  comfortable  and  more  centrally  located  quarters  for 
Company  No.  1.  The  house  they  now  occupy  is  a  temporary  wooden 
structure  covered  with  corrugated  iron,  which  was  erected  after  the 
great  fire,  for  business  purposes,  and  is  not  as  comfortable,  especially 
in  the  winter,  as  it  should  be. 

I  desire  to  return  my  thanks  to  the  President  and  Directors  for 
their  courtesy  and  promptness  in  acceding  to  my  requests  during  the 
year;  and  also  to  Chief  Engineer  W.  A.  Green,  the  Assistant  Engi- 
neers, the  members  of  the  Fire  Department,  and  the  police  force,  for 
valuable  assistance  rendered  to  me  at  fires,  in  the  discharge  of  my 
duty.
